Health Begins 
W ith The Nose 


He galloped lightly down 
the hill 
That he himself supplied; 
So Bill could never tire him 
down. 
No m atter how he tried. 


Life begins with a nose. In a 
pinch w pinched nose, that is 
life can be diverted 
to 
mouth 
channel^, out without a nasal 
breathing there is usually some 
diversion from good health. 


And Norther was the name 
that Bill 
Qav» to this noble hound; 
Because, as Bill would 
often say, 
“He really covers ground.” 


So the nose obviously has some 
reason for the jutting out appear­ 
ance it creates in the middle of 
your face. When a nose assumes 
* irger than normal proportions, 
such as that of Jimmy Du’antes, 
it is usually comically referred to 
as a proboscis, a word which lit­ 
erally means "a way of providing 


food.” In Jimmy Durante s case, 
proboscis may be considered his 
way of livelihood, his nose is his 
fortune 
Everyone’s nose might well ba 
considered his fortune, however, 
and the interpretation that it is a 
means of getting food might Lt 
in to the picture of health, with 
a nose In the middle. The original 
Greek word which means ' probos­ 
cis” was taken meant leading to 
ingpasture, painting a picture of 
a shepherd taking his flock into 
f elds where they could eat and 
gain strm ght. 
The nose cun well be considered 
the shepherd e> the body, and a 
good shepherd it is. The flock 
could be all those organs inside 
of you, each part of you that re­ 
quires the food from the air that 


good is 
your 
shepherding nose, 
however, that your flock stays 
put, more or less, and the shep­ 
herd sees that the food gets where 
the flock is tethered. 
What does that nose do about 
the food it picks up in the air? 
In the first place, it guards again­ 
st impurities by 
thousands 
of 
little hairs, sticky little hairs that 
try to catch and clean:* the im- 


scalding Job after the air has 
already been washed 
The hard palate, the arch top 
of your mouth, is the floor of the 
nasal cavity. From the nose, the 
air goes through the nasal cavity 
with all its sinuses, they hit a 
downward dip called the phamyx, 
which is the throat,. 


The phamyx may 
be 
called 
something like a lighthouse. The 
dome of the phamyx is jammed 
up agamst the bottom of the skull, 
the bone that encloses the brain. 
The dome is right at the begin­ 
ning of the downward dip from 
the nasal cavity, called the naso- 
pharnyx, the spot noted for the 


growth of adenoids. Since that 
light is the dome of the light­ 
house hits the air as it passes but 
has no connection with the food 
that goes through the mouth, it 
may be considered as the elect­ 
ric eye that tells the air food it’s 
supposed to head off for the for­ 
ward track down the way, 
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purities before they get started 
o the organs of the body. There 
are meny tmurities in the air. of 
course, and the nose has two scrub 
earns working hard all the time, 
one in each nostril, just a scrub­ 
bing and a-w ashing to beat the 
oand. 
With so much action going on 
in the nose, the air is also heat­ 
ed so that the “flock” of organs 
that will receive nourisment from 
the air won’t get a 
cold 
blast 
from the outside The good shep­ 
herd takes care of everything. 
Some thing 
have 
no 
place 
among the flock that the nose 
j guards. Take pepper, for instance 
¡That is a fine fodder for the flock 
that the mouth feeds, the organs 
I of digestion. But pepper evident­ 
ly does 
the 
respiratory 
flock, 
which is fed by the nose, no good; 
so when the nose gets hold of 
some pepper, it sends a signal 
down the line that a “wolf” is at 
the door, and the whole flock of 
respiratory organs spring up to 
shoo the wolf away—it comes out 
more 
“kerchoo” 
than 
“shoo”, 
however. 
1 
There are several oven-like jobs 
the nose pulls in to the body. So 
adjoining the nose, back Inside 
the face. These are the sinuses, 
which 
might be considered the 
depository for real stubborn im­ 
purities that the normal scrub­ 
bing doesn’t clean up enough for 
the flock. They are also lined with 
sticky hairs but since they are 
enclosed within the 
body 
they 
could provide a little more heat 
for the imurities and maybe "get” 
a few more bugs than the normal 
nasal channel could catch. Maybe
